ORDER 

By Notification No. 1023(E) published in the Gazette of India (Extraordinary) dated 16th November, 2000; the 
Central Government in pursuance of the powers conferred by sub-section (1) of section 3 of the Unlawful Activities 
(Prevention) Act,, 1967 (hereinafter the Act), declared the Achik National Volunteer Council (hereinafter AN VC) and 
Hynniewtrep National Liberation Council (hereinafter HNLC) to be unlawful associations with immediate effect, on the 
ground that the said organisations have, as their professed aim, and objective of secession of “Meghalaya State" from 
India through violent means by attacking the security forces. Government employees and other Law abiding citizens in 
Meghalaya. They have been making efforts to establish contacts with the sources abroad, for influencing public opinion, 
for securing their assistance by way of anus and training for the purpose of achieving their secessionist objective. 

It is stated in the notification that (i) there have been repeated, continuing and on going acts of violence, attacks 
by armed groups by the members of the ANVC and HNLC, on the Security Forces and the civilian population; (ii) there 
has been an increase in the strength of ANVC and HNLC; (iii) there has been continued collection of funds and 
extortions and acquisition of sophisticated weapons by ANVC and HNLC; (iv) camps in some neighbouring countries are 
being maintained by the ANVC and the HNLC for the purpose of sanctuary, training and clandestine procurement of arms 
and ammunition. 

This Tribunal was constituted vide notification No. 1093(E) dated 7th December, 2000, Government of India, 
under sub-section (1) of section 5 of the Unlawful Activities (Prevention) Act, 1967 and vide order dated 15-12-2000 
reference under Section 4(1) of the Act was made to this Tribunal. In the brief resume showing the aims, objectives of 
ANVC and HNLC annexed to the notification, it is inter alia stated 

“1. Meghalaya attained statehood in 1972 after a uniquely peaceful struggle. After a short spell of tranquility 
and calmness, the historical forces started to operate in the State with adverse effect. The feeling of exploitation, of 
deprivation, of isolation and of alienation from mainland India, started to haunt the indigenous tribal people of the State 
especially the youths. This resulted in a series of agitations against ‘outsiders’. The year 1979, saw the first communal 
flare-up between tribals and non-tribals in Shillong, the State Capital. Thereafter, communal disharmony erupted at 
regular intervals in 1987, 1990, 1992 and the lates in 1997 The recurring communal situation rendered the youths of the 
State susceptible to militant activities, 

2 Different militant groups in the North East have been increasingly using Meghalaya for shelter, rendevous 
and order crossing. Shillong, in particular, has emerged as a favoured destination of militants in hiding. More than 100 
militants of different hues, including National Socialist Council of Nagaland (T/M), National Democratic Front of Bodoland, 
United Liberation Front of Assam Bodo Liberation Tiger and Kanlei Yaol Kanba LUP UGs have been arrested in 
Meghalaya since 1996. Important militants arrested, include Angelous Shimray (S/S Home Minister of NSCN(I/M), 2 
Central publicity Wing members of ULFA(Chitra Dilhingia and Dipak Bora) and Chairman and C-in-C of KYKL. (N.Oken 
and N. Tomba respectively). Besides Shillong, some pockets of Ri-Bho, West Khasi Hills, EastGaro Hills and WestGaro 
I [ills districts of the State are also being used by tfce militants for shelter. Meghalaya’s over 430 km long border with 
Bangladesh, interspersed with thick jungles, sparse population and limited presence of Security Forces along the border, 
is being used for illegal border crossings by North East extremists. Dawki in Jaintia Hills district, Balat.Nongjri, Bholaganj 
and Linghat in East Khasi Hills district, Dalu, Gasapara, Angartoli, Purakhasia and Mahendraganj in West Garo Hills 
district and Rongra, Raghmara, Mahadev, Maheshkhola and Sibbari in South Garo Hills district are the main areas from 
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where such crossings take place. Besides this, Phulbari (West Garo Hills district) and Mahendraganj PS areas, which are 
dominated by Muslims and frequently visited by Bangladeshi labourers, are also vulnerable to such activities. 

3. The militant activities in Meghalaya increased after Government of Bangladesh cracked down on the camps 
of militant groups within that country forcing the outfits to relocate, some of them within Meghalaya. A Joint operation 
including Army units of the 24th and 40th Brigade, the State Police Force and the Central Para Military Forces was 
launched on 22-3-98 to flush out such militants front their camps within Meghalaya. During the course of above 
operation, several well fortified camps of militants were destroyed. However, the number of underground arrested and 
arms and ammunition seized was minimal. The Joint operations has since concluded. However, the militant groups are 
still present within Meghalya and have involved the State Police Forces in a number of ambushes including one on S.P. 
Williamnagar. 

4. The security scenario in Meghalaya has changed of late due to the rise of parochialism and extremism which 
has been worsening the law and order situation. Two terrorist groups viz. Ackik National Volunteer Council (hereinafter 
referred to as the ‘ ANVC’) and Hynniewtrep National Liberation Council (hereinafter referred to as the ‘HNLC’) are 
active in the State and have been maintaining close links with not only NSCN(I/M) but also with other North East militant 
outfits like the ULFA and the NDFB. Another local militant group. People’s Liberation Front of Meghalaya (PLFM) is 
maintaining links with NSCN(K). The NSCN(1/M) has been helping HNLC and the ANVC in procurement of arms, 
training of their cadres and in their operations in Meghalaya, besides providing their camps as hideouts. The NSCN(I/M), 
the ULFA and the NDFB militants were involved in most of the important incidents of violence committed by the ANVC. 
During the current year, the NSCN (I/M) militants were reportedly involved in mass abduction of truck drivers and 
handymen/loaders by the ANVC militants from over 70 coal exporting trucks seized by it in West Kliasi Hills district 
(February, 18), demanding Rs. 10,000/- for each truck, besides Rs. 5 lakhs from each coal exporter. 

5. ANVC was formed in December, 1995 with the aim of, amongst other things, liberation of Garo Hills to 
achieve a new State of ‘ Achik Land’. The activities of the outfit are mainly confined to the East Garo Hills of the State. 
The outfit has a number of country-made arms in its possession. Possession of a few sophisticated arms also cannot be 
ruled out as the outfit has been maintatining close connection with NSCN(1/M) which has also been providing guidance 
to ANVC in its violent activities. 

6. The HNLC is a secessionist outfit and has influence in East and West Khasi Hills districts, particularly in and 
around Shillong town. The HNLC has grown from an outfit of about 10*15 members to about 50 in last 3 years, The outfit 
has been able to raise large sums of money regularly through looting and extortion, mostly from non-tribal businessmen. 
Most of the money collected through extortions has been utilised for procuring weapons and training of its cadres. The 
outfit has already procured some sophisticated weapons. Since the outfits has close connections with NSCN(I/M), its 
links with 1SI through Bangladesh agencies and NSCN(I/M) cannot be ruled out. 

7. In view of the increasing activities of the ANVC and the HNLC, it was considered necessary to 
declare these organisations as ‘Unlawful Association’ under the provisions of the Unlawful Activities (Prevention) Act, 
1967. 

On receipt of the reference, notices were issued under sub-section (2) of section 4 of the Unlawful Activities 
(Prevention) Act, 1967 to ANVC and HNLC calling upon them to show cause within 30 days from the date of service 
of the notice why they should not be declared unlawful and the order should not be made confirming the declaration made 
m the notification dated 16th November, 2000. The Central Government filed an affidavit of the Deputy 'Secretary, 
Ministry of Home Affairs dated 5th March, 2001 stating that notices were published in newspapers namely, Shillong 
Times dated 21st and 22nd January, 2001; Satantini Janera dated 22nd January, 2001 and U-Mawphor. Copies of the 
newspapers, clippings have been filed. It is also stated that contents of the notices were broadcast through Shillong Station 
of All India Radio; notices were telecast through Doordarshan Kendra, Shillong; notices were also served by affixation 
and notice boards at office of Deputy Commissioners in all the seven Districts of the Slate. None appeared on behalf of 
ANVC or 11NLC on the date fixed and on any date fixed thereafter. In view of the same they were held to have been duly 
served and were proceeded ex-parte. Central Government as well as State Government were directed to lead ex-parte 
evidence by way of affidavits, or otherwise. 

Union of India, in suppport ofitscase examined PW-5, D.K. Singh, Deputy Secretary, Govt, oflndia, Minisny 
of Home Affairs who also proved his affidavit along with annexures stating that in 1972 Meghalaya attained Statehood, 
after peaceful struggle; in 1979 there was communal flare-up between the tribals and non-tribals of Shillong in the State 
capital and the disharmony continued to erupt at regular intervals in 1987, 1990, 1992 and 1997. The recurring commu¬ 
nal disharmony rendered the youth of the State susceptible to militant activities. Meghalaya’s over 430 Km. border with 
Bangladesh, interspersed with thick jungles, sparse population and limited presence of Security Force along the border, 
is being used for illegal border crossings by North East extremists. Different militant groups in North East started using 
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Meghalaya for border crossing and for militants in hiding. More than 100 militants of diffei ent hubs, including National 
Socialist Council of Nagaland (I/M) (for short NSCN-I/M), National Democratic Front ot Bodoland (NDFB), United 
Liberation Front of Assam (ULFA), Bodo Liberation Tiger (BLT) and Kanglei Yaol Kunba Lup UGS (KYKL) were 
arrested. The militant activities in Meghalaya increased after Govt, of Bangladesh cracked down on the camps of mili¬ 
tant groups within that country forcing the outfits to relocate some of them within Meghalaya. A Joint Operation of the 
Army units, the State Police Force and the Central Para Military Forces was launched to flush-out such militants from 
their camps within Meghalaya on 22nd March, 1998. In the course of this operation, several well fortified camps of 
militants were destroyed, number of underground militants were arrested; arms and ammunition seized was minimal. It 
is stated that the militant groups are continuing to be present in Meghalaya, and were involved in a number of ambushes 
with Police Force including one on Superintendent of Police, Williamnagar wherein his gunman was killed. The security 
scenarm in Meghalaya has changed due to the rise of parochialism and extremism; it worsened the law and order 
situation. Ii is stated that above noted two Association are active in the State and have been maintaining close links with 
not only NSCN(I/M) but also with other North East militant outfits like ULFA and NDFB. Another local militant group 
People’s Liberation Front of Meghalaya (PLFM) is maintaining links with NSCN(K), who are helping HNLC and 
AN VC in procurement of arms, training of their cadres and in their operations in Meghalaya besides providing their 
camps as hideouts. NSCN(I/M), ULFA and NDFB militants were involved in most of the important incidents of vio¬ 
lence committed by ANVC. They were reportedly involved in abduction of about 70 truck drivers and handymen/ 
loaders and coal exporting trucks were seized by it in West Khasi Hills district demanding Rs. 10,000/- for each truck, 
besides Rs. 5 lakhs from each coal exporter. It is further stated that through the press releases, ANVC has reflected their 
anti-India and secessionist tendency by calling Bandhs on Republic Day and Independence Day celebrations which is 
evident from the documents. ANVC have been employing and engaging in acts of intimidation, extortion and looting of 
civilian population particularly businessmen for the purpose of collection of funds to buy arms to achieve the objectives 
ot their organisation. Large number of criminal cases have been registered against them. ANVC has been attacking the 
police perso mel and other Security Forces/civilians killed by ANVC are detailed in Anne\ure-C attached to the affida¬ 
vit Ex. PW 5/E. It is also stated that ANVC was formed in December, 1995 with the aim ana object amongst other things, 
liberation ot Garo Hills of the State to achieve a new State of ‘ Achik Land’. This outfit has a number of country made 
and some sophisticated arms in their possession. 

It is further stated that HNLC is also a secessionist outfit and has influence in East and West Khasi Hills 
districts, particularly, in and around Shillong town. Press notes, pamphlets and open letters issued by HNLC indicate 
their objectives of session of the State from the Union of India. They have grown in the last 3 years and they are able to 
iaise large sums of money regularly through looting and extortion mostly from non-lnbul businessmen. Money col¬ 
lected through extortions was utilised for procuring weapons and training of its cadres. Since the outfits have close 
connections with NSON(l/M), therefore its links with (SI through Bangladesh agencies cannot be ruled out. The inter¬ 
view given by the Secretary General of the HNLC Shriek C. Thangkhiew to Mawphor, a local Daily Ex. PW-5/E at page 
41 relating to secession from the Union of India reads: 

"1 here is no reason to say that the HNLC is struggling for independence as the Hynniewtrep land is an indepen- 
d nt land of our forefathers, and it has no connection with India, it is only due to the suppression of the Indian 
Govt, by way of instrument of accession and Annexed ‘Agreement’ which the Khasi Syiems were forced to 
sign in the form of the Standstill ‘Agreement’ that the Indian Govt, snatched the rights of the indigenous people 
and forcibly claim the ownership of the Hynniewtrep Land.” 

In order to achieve the objective of secession, the HNLC has been employing and engaging in the acts of 
extortion and looting of civilian population, businessmen etc. for collection of funds to buy arms to achieve the objec¬ 
tives of their organization. They have been attacking police and other paramilitary forces and number of cases have been 
registered against them. They had links with other insurgent groups of North East and close links with other banned 
organisations who have been supplying arms to them HNLC maintained their forward Headquarters in Bangladesh. 

State of MeghalayaTtas examined PW-1 Addison Roy Mawthoh, Superintendent of Police, Hast Garo Hills, 
Williamnagar, PW-2 B. R. Rana, Superintendent of P dice. West Garo Hills, Tura. PW-3 G. H P. Raju, Superintendent 
of Police. East Khasi Hills District, Shillong , ..J f’W-4 Ileimonlang Nongpluh, Superintendent of Police, West Khasi 
Hills District, Nongstoin, who have also proved through their respective affidavits, Exhibit-PW-l/A, Exhibit-PW-2/A, 
Exhibit-PW-3/A and exhibit PW-4/A respectively giving details regarding the activities of ANVC and HNLC along 
with documents. PW-3 G.H.P. Raju has also proved the affidavit ofG.P. Wahlang, Commissioner and Secretary (Home), 
Government of Meghalaya Ex. PW-3/AA, and the affidavits of the civilians, narhely Preblin Shir a, PW-3/B, Donald D 
Marak PW-3 C and fund Marak PW-3/D and John Sario Syiemlieh PW-3/E respectively. 
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Perusal of theii statements and the Affidavits clearly reveal their anti-India and secessionist tendencies of 
ANVC. They have been giving call for bandhs on historic days, like Republic Day and on Independence Day. AN VC is 
engaged in acts of intimidation, extortion and looting of civilian population particularly businessmen for collection of 
funds to buy arms. Lists of criminal cases pending against them have also been filed which show that they have been 
attacking Police Personnel and other Security forces. List of Police Personnel and other Security Forces/Civilian killed 
by ANVC has been reflected. It is also stated that ANVC has very close links with the banned organisations like NSCN(I/ 
M), LILFA of Assam. NDFB of Assam and KYK.L of Manipur. It is stated thast during the month of February 1997 
Dilash M Marak Chairman of ANVC sent Jerome Momin self styled Sergeant of ANVC to Imphal to negotiate with 
K.YKL foi seeking support in the form of arms and manpower to them. Various documents seized from the raided 
ANVC camps revealed links between NSCN (1/M) and ANVC It shows that ANVC maintained their forward Head- 
quaiters in Bangladesh. Copies of the press releases issued by ANVC calling for bandh and non-coopciation on every 
Republic Day and Independence Day celebrations have been placed on lecord as Fxhibit-PW-2/A and the annexures 
attached thereto. 

Similarly, the activities of FINLC are stated to be Slso unlawful Piess notes, pamphlets and open letters issued 
by HNLC indicate their objectives of secession of the State from the Union of India. Seventeen point programme of the 
HNLC reflects the above stand and also indicate their secessionist approach, HNLC claims “we demand and voice 
for freedoms and to unchain our mother land and people from the Indian colonialism, imperialism and chauvi¬ 
nism. 1 ’ Exhibit-PW-5/E (page 39), the interview given by the General Secretary of the IINLC in the local Daily 
relating secession from the Union of India has also been proved as Exhibit-PW-3/A. 

This organisation has also been employing and engaging in the acts of extortion and looting of civilian popula¬ 
tion, businessmen etc. tor collection of funds and to buy arms to achieve the objectives of their Associations. Fhey have 
been attacking the police and other para military forces and also civilians. Large number of arms and ammunitions 
seized from the members of 1INL.C shows its close links with the banned NSCN (I/M), IJLFA of Assam und K.YK.L of 
Manipur. Relevant materials in support of this affidavit has also been placed on record. 

It is stated that the said Associations are labouring under an absolutely wrong notion and ideology that the tribal 
people of the State of Meghalaya, are being subjected to exploitation, deprivation, isolation and/or alienation from the 
mainland India and with this end in view, they have been inciting the tribal youths of the State to be up in arms against 
the non-tribal population of the State which ultimately resulted in the communal tension in the State of Meghalaya on 
many occasions. They have thus sought for confirmation of the declaration made in the Notification issued by the 
Central Government u/s. 3(1) ofthe Act that the said Associations (ANVC & HNLC) as Unlawful Associations u/s. 4(3) 
of the Act. carrying on Unlawful Activities within the meaning of S. 2(f) of the Act. 

Above noted organisations have chosen not to contest the proceedings and the material placed on record by the 
Central Government as well as the State Government has gone unrebutted. Statement of witnesses and the documents 
proved on record show that the said organisations are insurrectionary. Associations with their aim and object ofthe 
secession of a part ofthe territory of India from the union and to achieve a new State of “Achik Land”. They, through the 
aimed struggle are threatening the sovereignly and integrity of India and have aligned themselves with other Unlawful 
Associations in the region within India and the organisations in the neighbouring regions across the country’s border’s 
for creation of 'Achik Land’. These Associations have encouraged and aided its members to commit unlawful activities. 

In view ofthe facts noted above, I am satisfied that there was sufficient cause for declaring the said organisations 
to be Unlawful Associations by Notification No 1023(E), published in the Gazette of India (Extraordinary) dated 16th 
November. 2000. Accordingly, declaration made by the Central Government in the said Notification is hereby con¬ 
firmed.
